‘Flu  Bug’  Still  Biting  on  Campus 


A continuing  large  number  of 
flue  cases  are  being  reported  at 
the  Student  Health  Center,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Allen  H.  Barker. 

Tuesday  more  than  200  stu- 
dents who  had  been  bitten  by 
the  bug  reported  to  the  health 
center,  Dr.  Barker  reported. 
Most  of  the  cases  are  not  serious 
and  can  be  cared  for  at  home. 
Only  a few  of  the  more  serious 
cases  with  complications  are  be- 
ing cared  for  at  the  center. 

Small  supplies  of  the  vaccine 
are  expected  to  arrive  intermit- 
tently on  campus,  but  the  major 
order  has  not  arived  and  may 
not  arrive  because  of  national 
demand.  The  serum  will  be  ad- 


ministered to  student  leaders, 
faculty  members,  food  handlers, 
transportation  handlers  and  a 
few  students  in  each  housing 


“If  we  have  a flu  epidemic 
this  is,  a good  time  to  have  it, 
while  the  weather  is  still  warm. 
If  the  epidemic  came  during  cold 
weather  it  would  be  more  seri- 
ous with  many  more  complica- 
tions,” Dr.  Barker  said.
